A step forward in UTMB ath¬ 
letics was taken April 4 with the 
formation of a Greater UTMB Ath¬ 
letic Council. Decision to form the 
athletic group came at a meeting 
of interested civic leaders, busi¬ 
nessmen, and UTMB officials. 

President of the new organiza¬ 
tion will be F. G. “Moe” Cavin. 
Frank Prins, Jr., was elected vice- 
president, Richard Maloan was 
elected secretary, and S. W. Latta 
was elected treasurer. 

A committee to draw up a con¬ 
stitution and by-laws was ap¬ 
pointed. James Riley will serve 
as chairman with Phil B. Harris. 
Wilson Vaughn, Judge George 
Thomas, and George Rowlett the 
other members. 

The group’s primary aim at 
present will be to encourage the 
expansion of athletics at UTMB 
by setting up a scholarship fund. 
Cost of the program has been esti¬ 
mated at $19,000 yearly. 

Mr. Prins, a prominent Weakley 
County industrialist, was named 
chairman of the committee which 
wall conduct the actual fund-rais¬ 
ing drive. Mr. Prins is at present 
organizing his committee and ex¬ 
pects the actual work of obtaining 
financial pledges to get underway 
shortly. 

The $19,000 yearly would sup¬ 
plement some $38,000 each year 
provided by the college. It would 
make possible the offering of a 
considerable number of full schol¬ 
arships in basketball and footbal. 

Members of the coaching staff, 
school officials, and alumni are 
united in their opinion that the 
only way UTMB can become a 
real small-college power in ath¬ 
letics is for the successful realiza¬ 
tion of such a program as the one 
now underway. It is also agreed 
that a successful athletic program 
will do more to bring the college 
national attention than any other 
single activity could in the im¬ 
mediate future. Such publicity, it 
is felt, would help the school not 
only in athletics but in increasing 
enrollment, etc. 


The annual UTMB Beauty Revue 
will be held tonight in the college 
gym.

Looking at Sports 

The Vol baseballers have taken their lumps the past 
three games after easily winning the first twro. The loss 
to Union was not too bad as Forsythe is rated as good a 
college pitcher as there is in this area. The two defeats 
Friday at Paducah were a bitter pill, though not all a re¬ 
sult of poor play by the Vols. 

The Vols (as did the cage team earlier this year) ran 
up against some peculiar officiating, to say the least. 
Two very bad calls had much to do with the outcome of 
the first game. 

With the Vols ahead 2-1 in the bottom of the first and 
2 out, a Paducah runner was trapped between 3rd and 
home. As he ran back toward third he went far enough 
outside the base line that he actually touched the line of 
the coach’s box, yet the umpire called him safe. In be¬ 
tween innings the ump looked up the rule and agreed the 
man was out but by this time it was too late and 2 runs 
had counted which should not have. In a later inning a 
Paducah runnel’ started back toward 1st after a fly ball 
and as the throw’ came in wide reversed and headed for 
2nd and finally wound up on 3rd. and then admitted he 
still hadn’t touched 1st. But the throw to 1st and base 
tag got nowheres with the ump. and this added up to an¬ 
other two runs as things worked out. 

After this game, the Paducah coach stated that the 
contract called for a double-header and that it was either 
play or forfeit the second game, so a team very unhappy 
with the situation went through the motions and dropped 
the second game 4-1. 

The situation UT faced is best shown by two comments. 
Prior to the game, the Paducah coach stated that he hoped 
UT would be satisfied with the umpires who are “just a 
couple of our boys,” and by a later comment by the 3rd 
base umpire who started it all that “well, we don’t get 
paid anything for umpiring.” 

The Vols also did much to beat themselves. After 
Duffy walked the first man and gave up a hit to the next, 
he stated that he had a sore arm and had to leave the 
game. Petty then had to take over cold and even so would 
have gotten out but for the above-mentioned call. After 
one very weak throw by Johnson at 2nd in the second 
inning he discovered that his arm was too sore also. 

Foulks, normally a good fielder, caused himself more 
trouble than did the Paducah batters as he muffed at 
least three rollers back to the mound. His battery mate, 
Davis, not to be outdone, made three wild throws. On 
one, just following a strike put and with a baserunner on 
first, a throw went so far into right field that the runner 
came all the way around. 

There will always be squawks about the officials, of 
course, in any contest—football, basketball, or baseball. 
There have been about those at the local field, and Pa¬ 
ducah might have won anyway though no member of the 
Vol team will agree. But it does seem that a game be¬ 
tween colleges should at least have certified officials. Those 
calling the home games may not be of major or minor pro 
league caliber, but they are certified, and it would seem 
the same should be true at Paducah and elsewhere also. 
If Volette readers visualize the officiating “Wild Bill” 
Elliott would give an out of town team in Martin, they can 
about picture what kind of breaks UT got at Paducah.

Sore Arms Plague Vols 

Sore arms have hit two of the Vols’ top players. In¬ 
volved are Marshall Duffy, pitcher, and Ralph Johnson, 
second baseman. Both have been mainstays of the team 
and any prolonged absence would be bound to hurt the 
I team’s chances. 

Of the two, the sore arm of Duffy is the more serious. 
The big righthander is a fine pitcher and competitor. In 
his previous start he had pitched six scoreless innings 
and was the winning pitcher in the 22-6 rout of Freed- 
Hardeman. He has been plagued with trouble with his 
knees that makes it hard for him to run, and there is some 
fear that this trouble may have hit his arm also. 

Johnson’s sore arm may have been caused by a five- 
day layoff the week previous when he had to go to Auburn 
preparatory to enrolling there next fall. His absence 
would also be missed although the team has depth at sec¬ 
ond with both Kendrick and Thomas ready to fill the 
breach. 


Slump Afield Affects Batters 

After almost perfect ball in their first two games, 
fielding lapses have hurt the Vols in the last three. Along 
with the drop in fielding, has come a drop in the batting 
attack as well. In their last three games, the Vols have 
made a total of only 7 runs and 16 hits. In their first 
two they made 29 runs and 37 hits. Lack of hitting lost 
their second game at Paducah, with the only run coming 
on a two-base hit by Thomas after a walk to Tull. The 
Vols’ big guns, Tyson, Witt, Austin, have been handcuffed 
most of the time. Several others, who were expected to 
hit, have not yet started, and this has made its mark. 
About the only solution a coach has to such a situation is 
to shake up the lineup and with a week before the next 
game with Bethel, several changes may be made in an 
effort to get a sustained attack underway.

Is Pleasing For 
Football Coach 

Spring football practice offici¬ 
ally ended Friday, April 18. Des¬ 
pite handicaps, suffered because 
of weather conditions, Coaches 
Robert Carroll and Guy Penny feel 
that adequate progress has been 
made. They were particularly 
pleased with the showing made by 
several boys who did not play 
much ball last year. 

But the coaches feel that there 
are still a few kinks to be Ironed 
out. “We were particularly 
pleased with the hustle and desire 
of the boys out but we still have 
a long way before we are ready 
to meet the schedule we have next 
fall,” said Coach Carroll. 

The team is expected to be 
strengthened considerably by the 
addition of some outstanding 
freshmen and transfers as the 
Vols prepare for one of the rough¬ 
est schedules to be faced in a num¬ 
ber of years. 

The coaches stated that although 
no official score was kept of the 
final scrimmage, the two teams 
were very evenly matched. Coach 
Carroll added that a number of 
boys looked good during the scrim¬ 
mage although no one standout 
could be named. 

Some 32 prospective squad mem¬ 
bers were out for practice. The 
number included some 15 letter- 
men, divided between 4 seniors, 2 
juniors, and 9 sophomores. A large 
number of high school prospects 
showed up for tryouts, the total 
number being estimated at over 
80. Alabama had the largest out- 
of-state contingent with 15. Other 
states, in addition to Tennessee, 
represented were Kentucky, Geor¬ 
gia, Florida. Mississippi, Illinois, 
Arkansas, and New Jersey. The 
coaches even received an inquiry 
from two high school boys in Alas¬ 
ka. 

Of the out-of-state prospects, the 
following numbers are likely to 
be with the squad next fall: Ken¬ 
tucky 1, Alabama 5, Georgia 3, 
Florida 1, Mississippi 2. Illinois 1. 
and Arkansas 1.
